There has never been an occasion when I desired more Etrongly that all 
intervening diBtancCH could bo bridged, and that I could meet all my soldiers 
in one great band and under one roof.

Our effort? are rewarded by an ineraased and stimulated soldiery, 
by more sinners redeemed, by a greater number ot tongues to praise Him — of 
hearts to serve Him — of lives in which to do His will on earth as the angels do 
it in Heaven. And while giving Him all the glory for every sinner brought to

the enemies of God and truth to daily face and rivers of tribulation to cross ; 
but if )OU will keep seeking Erst Hia interests and unceavingly watch and 
pray, none of these things need move you, hut rather help fit yon for the 
bleBBing of others and the winnirg of a starry crown. Let me remind you 
I hat you are as yet infants 'n (he Kingdom — each day will bring further light, 
and each day you must seek new grace to follow it. Do not be discouraged or 
despair if you have some heavy battles against yourself and even sin — God is 
your Father and you love and fear Him, and "like as a father pitieth bis 
children, so the Lord pitieih them that fear Him," and all the regiments of 
Heaven are yours to help you fight your way towards its gates. Again, when 
in trial and difficulty and sorely ti>mpted, I would ask you to remember that 
in becoming a soldier in the Salvation Army you stand in ranks namboriDg

faith day by day. 

Hold unfiinobingly to that which is good. Press on. Look not hack. 
Keep your eye upon Calvary. Love Jesus best. Put the interests of His 
Kingdom firot. Remember Ged's great strength Use every opportunity to 
stem the tide of evil. Do yonr ntmoBt to get sinnera convertfd. Be loyal to 
the Flag. Be true to your General. Love and help your comrades. Stand 
fast in the faith, and God will see you throagh more than victorious by the 
Blood of the Lunb.

When I cami; out of the hospital I still 
sough: in vain ror worJ:, and oft-times I 
Seriously contirmplalcd coniinitllnt' aui- 
tlde, and it it hadn't beun for my little 
oncs I Seriously believe I shouiu have 
done so ; but while In this condition I 
attended one day an open-air me^-tlnu, 
when Uod spoke to my sou!. 1 became 
deeply convicted ot sin, I attended the 
meetings several times, and at last one 
night, in my home, crltd to God tor 
mercy. God heard my cry, and savt:d 
my soul. This was ihc beginning of a 
new lite tor me. God gave mt such a 
peace of soul that, although my temporal 
troubles were as great as ever, I no io.-is- 
er thought of vritaplng ihtm by solf-dv- 
slructlon, but I cast my care upon the 
Lord, and He sustained me. I allll had 
my troubles, but God gave mc streiig-.h 
to bear them. 

One Sunday morning, at the holiness 
meeting at the St. Leonard Corps, Gijd 
gave me such a bumphig blessing that I 
decided that the Army should be my 
people.

Silly, perhaps. In the eyes of the world, 
but, tliank God, I was wise unto Salva- 
tion, and although, after my becoming 
a SalvaUonlst I was not altogether free 
from trouble, thank God, He stood by 
mc. I got a Government situation, which 
I ctlll hold. I am enabled to earn a com- 
fortable living for my family, and have 
time to spend In the senlce of God and 
the Army as a good Salvationist, and 
am praying lo God to keep true till death. 
My experience ot Salvation Is such that 1 
urge every one who has read my story to 
bseomo a Salvationist eJso.

But no method of reconciliation would 
Korah consent to. He began to murmur. 
and told Moees that he had brouirht them 
to the wilderness tor gcinsh reasons.

This kind of iiiiser did not displease 
God tor It was righteous Indlgnnilon. hut 
Moses showed his God-glvcn wisdom by 
not attcmiiilng to vent It upon the evil 
toe— leaving God to settle the qucfitlon.

it was the tlmo appointed when God 
should show whether He was pleased 
with the .■:acrltleus ot His «hoaen Ser- 
vants, Muses and Aaron, or with that of 
the rehcl Korah. and the command shows 
how dangerous it is for anybody to as-so- 
clate with bad people. Don't got too near 
to those who are envious and dlssnllsned 
ot their leaders-destruction Is on thtlr 
track, and 11 might reach you. 
"HEREBY YE SHALL KNOW TH.^T 
THE LORD HATH SENT ME." 

Moses was to be given a clear sign ot 
his Divine appointment— that would settle 
beyoud doubt who It was God wished to 
lead tiie children ot Israel and to offer 
the sacrinccs ot the sanctuary. 

"THE GROUND CLAVE ASUNDER." 
This awful and sudden earthquake was 
God's answer. By one sudden opening of 
the ground God silenced for ever the dis- 
putes ot Korah and his companions, show- 
ing that He could not look upon the ot- 
tcrlngB they held while their hearts were 
unclean. 

"AND THERE CAME OUT A FIRE 
FROM THE LORD." 

Thus God destroyed .ill the dlspulers. 
No doubt these Incense burners were will- 
lug accomplices with Korah. Not a ves-' 
lige remained of those who hQd "provoked 
the L-jrd." This Is how God treated tho.'io 
who mistrusted His' chosen servants. 

Later on in the chapter we read how 
the children ot Israel, true again to their 
erumhiing charaelcr, began to murmur 
at the sudden destruction of these sin- 
ners, and as a punishment God sent n 
plague which threatened to destroy them 
all. 

"AND HE STOOD BETWEEN THE 

DEAD AND THE LIVING. AND 

THE PLAGUE WAS STAYED. 

Aaron was then permitted to offer a, .-lac- 
rincc which was acceptable and stayed 
the anger ot the Lord. He ran amongst 
the already strlekcn people with an atone- 
ment for their sin. 

The plague of sin is amongst the pconlc 
ot this world— ot your elty to-day. Hun- 
drcdH ar£ smitten, and it Is working 
death and destruction all around. Christ, 
and He only, e.in stay that plague. Ho 
calls each one ol His followers to go 
and stand between the living and the 
dead carrying His message of mercy and 
freedom.
